Russian, Lithvandian, navigation, trig gonometry, alecbra, seometry, drafting, 
oceanography, “ocean aii (tying knots, learning navel nomenclature, tc.) $ 
meteorology, severe] courses in ship construction, studies regarding waters and 
fishes Eire ha Renee (1. oy ing, detection, and removal), naval gunnery, radar, 
astronomy, sailing, signaling (flags and lights), physies, internal combustion 
engine principles, stesm cnzine principles, electrosecharies, industrial 
ichthyology, history of the Bolshevik Perty, end ndlitary drill, After completion 
of courses, Sbabe examinations are siven whieh if vagsed and after further 
practice trips at sea, entitle the scerson to the penk of captain. Also upon 
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completion of the course of study in this sehool the graduates recelve 
commissions as lieutenants in the naval reserve and ere then reverted ta 
civilian status, All the Jithuanians who tock the examinations in autumn of 
1949 passed them, 2 


Classes in the Party history were eventful since the students, besides disliking 
the subject, hated the teacher, Zukermann (fnu), beeause she was a Russian 
Jewess, None of the students reesived a passing grade and about 70 pereent 

were graded "peor" or "very poor", Russian as well as Lithuanian students 
frequently participated in elassroom disturbances which the teacher termed 
teounter-revolutions" led by "Faselstie elements" but which the head ef the 
school everlooked. 


In 194% when the students were given no Christmas vacation officially, 16 
Iithuanians went home for ten days anyway. The seheol authorities, being 
unaware of the disappearanes of these students until too late, were foreed 
to dismiss all the students for the holiday. There was an inquiry to 
discover the leaders of the venture, but the school heads found it easier to 
drop the matter than to ereate a seandal. by arresting 18 students, 


A similar incident oecurred at Easter time 1948, Students began openly 
packing for the trip home and, in order to prevent a repetition of the 
Christmas "revolt", the school authorities granted a three-day leave, warning 
that those who exceeded the limit would be expelled. Most of the students 
returned in two weeks with medical certificates stating that they had been 
ill, This kept them within the letter of the school regulations and the 
authorities did nothing.. ; 


The Communist Party organization made special attempts to recruit Lithuanians 


- at the school but without suecess, Only one Lithuanian student joined the 


Komsomol, and he only under the threat of expulsion from school if he failed 
to join.

The course of study at this school is three years and graduates are assigned 
to warships, fishing vessels, and merchant vessels, The sehool is under the 
jurisdiction of the Naval Schools Ministry (in Lithuanian: Juriu Kariniu 
Mokyklu Ministeri ja).
